The  Birth  Rate  for  1944  shows  a slight  increase  on  tha.t  of  the  iprevi.ius 
year  thus  reaching  a figure  which  is  the  highest  during  the  past  20  yerrs. 

There  is  little  change  in  the  Death  Ra.te,  the  figure  for  1944  being 
11.2  as  compared  with  that  of  11.0  for  the  previous  year. 

The  Death  Ra.te  for  England  and  Wales  during  the  same  period  was  11.6. 

There  is  cr  increase  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  from  32.8  in  1943 
to  41.0  in  1944,  though  the  latter  figure  compares  favourably  with  the 
corresponding  Rate  of  46.0  for  England  and  V/ales.

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WATER  SUPPLIES  : 

Regular  monthly  sanpling  was  maintained  throughout  the  year.  There 
was  a shorta.ge  of  v/ater  at  the  Burton  Well  for  a short  period  due  to  roots 


lilocking  the  pipes  leading  from  one  of  the  sources,  the  quantity  is  now 
adequate.  The  bacteriological  quality  v/as  not  as  good  as  last  year  but 
the  recent  repairs  no  doubt  had  something  to  do  with  its  purity.

Main  Supply. 

As  referred  to  in  my  last  Report,  9^  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are 
provided  with  a piped  supply  either  directly  or  by  means  of  standpipes. 

This  figure  represents  a similar  proportion  of  the  population.  The  water 
thus  supplied  is  constant  and  of  excellent  quality  and  is  pre-treated  to 
remove  any  evidence  to  plurabo  solvency. 

Leicester  Ciiy  supply  the  bulk  of  the  area  and  Loughborough  supplies 
three  parishes.  In  ^om  and  Ho  ton  water  is  purchased  in  bulk  and  dis- 
tributed through  the  Council  ovmed  mains,  in  the  first  instance  from 
Leicester  and  in  the  second  from  Loughborough. 

The  monthly  reports  from  the  Leicester  Corporation  have  been  received 
regularly  and  all  hc.ve  proved  satisfactory  and  I again  wish  to  thank  them 
for  these  returns* 


SE\7AGE ; 

The  resolution  of  the  Council  to  concentrate  the  small  sev/age  forms, 
as  far  as  practicable,  to  a central  works,  proceeded  a few  steps  further 
uring  the  year  a.nd  anticipated  the  Ministry  of  Hea.lth  Circular  119/44.  by 
®i^g''^ging  ^ the  services  of  a leading  consulting  engineer  to  draw  up  a sc hone 
on  the  lines  of  the  resolution.  This  v/as  done  by  Mr.  Cotterell  who  presented 
his  report  personally  to  the  Public  Health  Committee. 

^ admirable  and  informative  reports  he  gave  a detailed  surmnor}^  of 
+ % ®^®cts  of  the  existing  works  and  the  renovations  required  and  fina.lly 
s a e that  all  the  existing  v/orks  except  Mountsorrel  required  immediate 
improvements  - which  confirm  the  findings  embodied  in  ny  report  to  the  Committee 
on  e state  of  the  sev^’age  farms.  He  stated  that  he  found  it  impractical 
o concentrate  to  one  sewage  farm  but  that  it  was  practical  to  centralize  to 
wo  arms  and  suggest,  one  situated  at  Hearsby  and  one  at  Quorn. 
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He  t'lco  gave  tables  conparing  the  capital  and  amnual  costs  of  the  regional 
scheme  and  renovations  to  the  existing  farms,  together  v/ith  allowances  for 
grants  on  a 25/3  and  50fo  basis  and  taking  a long  term  policy  the  regional 
scheme  was  quite  favourably  placed- 

The  next  step  v/as  then  taken  and  the  report  submitted  to  the  Ministry 
of  Hea.lth  and  tho  County  Council  for  their  observations  - this  was  also 
previous  to  tho  issuing  of  Circular  119/44.  in  which  it  is  suggested  Under 
Paragraph  5. , tha.t  tho  reports  be  first  submitted  to  the  County  Council 
before  submission  to  the  I'Hnistry  of  Health.  The  Committee  are  nov/ 
awaiting  the  view  of. the  County  Council  on  the  report. 

Tho  scheme  covers  the  greater  portion  of  the  Ba.rrov/-upon-So  -r 
Rural  District  but  Itr.  Cotter.JLl  v/isely,  looking  ahead  for  possible  post- 
war developements,  gave  us  an  outline  of  the  probable  sewage  disposal 
for  the  T/hole  of  the  Soa-r  Valley  south  of  Nottingham  a.nd  the  scheme  he 
presented  to  us  ‘.3  such  tha.t  it  v/ill  fit  in. with  any  possible  future 
developements  on  these  lines. 

PUBLIC  CLSANSMG  & SALVAGE  : 


The  collection  of  refuse  and  night  soil  ha..s  again  deteriora.ted  durin.g- 
the  yeojT  ajid  has  given  the  Public  Health  Committee  much  thought  and  worry 
trying  to  improve  the  position,  the  chief  cause  v/as  due  to  the  lack  of 
satisfactory  labour. 

Approaches  have  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  a.nd  the  Ministry 
of  Hea-lth  and  the  result  being  tha>.t  although  a number  of  men  have  been 
directed  from  the  Labour  Exchange,  they  have  unf ortuna.tely  proved  unsuitable. 

Tov/ards  the  end  of  tho  yoa.r  the  refuse  v.'0.s  collected  at  seven- 
weekly intervals  as  compared  with  pro-wa.r  weekly  Intervals. 

The  same  problem  applies  to  the  question  of  night  soil,  the  Con- 
tracting Firm  being  unable  to  obtain  si:?ficient  satisfactory  labour  but 
in  this  case  v/o  have  managed  to  relieve  them  by  emi:)loying  another  private 
contractor  to  enpty  the  pails  in  a s '.lall  portion  of  the  district. 

HOUSING; 

This  yea.r  ha.s  been  one  of  numerous  activities. 

(a).  Much  ground  has  been  covered  rega.rding  steps  towa^rds  the 
purchase  of  suitable  building  sites  but  the  delay  which-, 
occurs  between  each  step  seems  to  be  unduly  great  a.nd 
although  the  Housing  Committee'  have  done  their  utmost  to 
speed  up  these  matters,  at  the  end  of  the  yean  we  still 
find  thrl  very  few  sites  are  reaby  for  action  .and  in- 
vestigation into  these  delays  might  accelerants  the  Rousing 
programme  of  the  country.

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(b).  A survey  of  houses  in  the  Hobhouse  Report  hr.s  pro- 
ceeded satisf octor;.' ly  and  t?io  Council  have  appointed 
an  Assistant  Housing  Inspector  to  help  in  the  work 
and  ho  takes  up  his  duties  at  the  beginning  of  1945. 

The  members  of  the  Housing  Committee  took  full  adva.ntage  of  the 
facilities  for  an  inspection  of  the  permanent  house ,s  at  Northolt  and 
the  terrpiorauy  Fatal  Houses.  On  the  v/hole  they  were  fa.vourably  impressed. 

It  is  hoped  that  ru:  -1  districts  v/ill  have  the  same  priority  as 
the  towns  which  have  not  been  blitzed  regarding  the  delivery  of  suitable 
Portal  or  pemanent  houses  a.s  I am  sure  the  housing  conditions  in  som;.'  'f 
the  rural  districts  must  be  worse  than  the  towns. 


CiUvIPING : 


An  action  is  pending  against  the  owner  of  a clumping  site  which 
does  not  conform  with  the  conditions  laid  doi,wi  by  the'  Council. 


MILK; 


Under  the  Pood  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairi.es)  Act,  1944.  , the  pro-' 
duction  of  milk  will  no  longer  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  Local 
Authorities,  it  will  pass  on  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  - 
the  day  on  which  it  will  be  transferred  is  not  yet  fixed-  Hovrever,  the 
supeiwision  of  da.iries  and  the  retail  sale  of  mij.k  still  remains  oujr 
responsibility. 

No  doubt  owing,  to  the  shortage  of  Ve tori '.ary  S’ui'geons,many  Lay 
Helpers  will  be  required  and  a number  of  Sanl+aiy  Inspectors  rafiy  prefer 
to^  yyork  on  the  production  side  of  milk  and  tr'aasfcr  to  the  Ministr3^  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

■fk-s  ;ve  still  have  left  the  dairies  and  the  retailers  of  milk,  of  c^i^rso 
■®e  shall  have  to  work  in  close  harmony  with  the  Veterinary  Surgeons,  ti.is 
may  prove  a mutual  advantage  as  both  Services  are  out  to  supply  the  public 
wi'th  clean,  safe,  milk  and  so  we  shall  endeavour  to  help  each  other  toy/arcls 
this  end.

TUBERCULOSIS  : 


This  year  ha.s  again  shov/n  a fa.ll  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  For  the  last  three  years  the  figures  have  been  64,  55  and 
41,  the  greatest  decrease  was  in  the  Non-Pulraonary  type  of  this  diseo-se^ 
v/hich  in  1943  had  increased.  The  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  shows  a 
slight  decrease  con^ared  with  1943  but  a slight  increase  compared,  with 
the  previous  year  1942.

The  true  position  of  overcrowding  in  the  district  is  not 
emphasised  enough  hy  the  figures  of  illegally  overcrowded  families. 

The  biggest  problems  are  the  houses  with  more  than  one  family  and 
of  grown  up  children  where  it  is  difficult  to  arrange  sleeping 
accommodo.ti on  with  decency. 

It  would  be  an  admirable  arrangement  if  we  could  establish  mth 
private  landlords  a mutual  exchange  pact  v/hereby  tenants  could  exchange 
houses.  For  exrunple,  an  aged  couple  in  a six-roomed  house  might  be 
agreeable  to  interchajige  with  a iomily  of  five  in  a four-roomed  house 
if  the  rent  was  lower.  If  the  respective  landlords  were  agreeable. 

Rura.!  Housing  Survey. 

The  purpose  of  this  direction  by  the  Minister  of  Headth  is  to 
ascerta.in  the  conditions  of  the  v/orking  class  houses  in  rural  districts. 

The  houses’  arc  to  be  divided  into  five  categories  as  follows  :~ 

Cat.  1.  Houses  satisf a^ctory  in  all  respects. 

Cat.  2.  Houses  with  minor  defects. 

Cat.  3.  Houses  requiring  repair,  structural  alterations  or  improvements. 

Cat.  4.  Houses  appropriate  for  reconditioning  (Housing  Rural  Y/orkers  Act) 

Cat.  5.  Houses  unfit  for  habitation  & beyond  repair  at  rea.sonable  expense 

The  survey  was  commenced  at  the  latter  part  of  this  year  and  940 
hordes  w^c  recorded  up  to  31st.  EecoiTiloer,  1944. 

The  survey  was  to  be  comple’eed  in  tv/elve  months  so  n.  realistic 
attitude  was  taken  so  that  this  could  be  done  in  the  specified  time  with 
available  staff.  An  additional  Housing  Inspector  was  engaged  to  help 
the  two  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  purpose  of  the  survey  was  tlwuglit  to  be 
an  endeavour  to  obtain  a picture  of  the  conditions  existing.

1.  Houses  of  a Rateable  Value  of  £16.  and  under  were  taken  as  V/orking 
Class  houses,  this  does  not  mean  the  omission  of  properties  of  a 
higher  r.atecJble  value  v/hen  such  properties  are  obviously  in  need 
of  repair. 

In  this  district  approximately  10,000  houses  come  within  this  range. 


2.  Particuli'urs  as  to  overcrov/cling  were  not  noted  except  in  spcci'  l 
cases  as  it  was  thought  that  the  fluctuation  in  populo.tion,  the 
exodus  of  evacuees  and  retiorning  servicemen  would  alter  the 
picture  considerably  by  the  time  the  survey  was  completed. 

3.  Each  house  was  to  be  inspected  and  recorded  in  generrl  ter.es, 
modern  properties  to  receive  a cursory  inspection. 

Uniformity  of  prc'ictice  throughout  the  County  was  obtained  by  tlie 
establishiflent  of  the  Joint  Housing  Advisory  Committee  v/hich  succeeded 
in  producing  a Schedule  of  Standards  and  Standard  Specifico-tion  accept'- 
able  to  all  the  Rural  District  Councils.  This  is  a great  step  in 
the  right  direction  a.nd  shoiild  be  a boon  not  only  to  the  Council  and 
their  officials  but  to  property  ovmers  'vho  will  be  loft  in  no  doubt 
as  to  tho  future  programme  and  can  make  provision  for  the  necessary 
alterations  to  their  properties.

A Rodent  Operator  was  appointed  in  i-pril  for  the  a,greed  worko-hlc 
area,  of  tho  Rural  District,  with  Loughborough  M.B.  , and  Shepshed  U.  D. . 

All  tho  sewage  farms  and  tips  are  inspected  regularly  and  the 
rat  population  at  these  have  been  considerally  reduced. 

In  the  Parishes  of  Syston  a.nd  Thurmaston  the  sowers  v/ere  baited 
for  tho  inaugiu’ation  of  the  Sewer  Ca^npaign  and  the  estimated  Icill 
was  60  in  Syston  and  100  in  Thurmaston.  This  number  is  considerable 
when  it  is  realised  that  the  sewers  are  of  compajaatively  small  diaunetcr 
and  there  ha.s  never  been  a conplaint  of  infestation  in  the  past.
